PUBLIC CRITICISM now begins to construct a discour¬ 
aging parallel with the confused and inept administration 
of former Democratic Gov. Culbert Olsen whose regime 
collapsed in one term like a house of cards. 

Gov. Brown “bloopered” when he bludgeoned his State 
Water Development Bonds Act, known as SB-1106, through 
the Legislature without amendments and without debate. 
Here again the erroneous calculations of his secretariat 
were plainly manifest. 

This antagonized Los Angeles interests and in reprisal 
they succeeded in getting a measure on the November 
ballot to reapportion the Senate, pointing out that Los 
Angeles County, with 6,500,000 population, has only one 
senator at Sacramento. 

This move to equalize the State Senate representation 
equally—20-20—between the more populous Southland and 
the less populous North, constitutes a real threat to Cali¬ 
fornia’s federal system of legislative representation. Demo¬ 
cratic leaders in the North and some in the South are 
making every effort to avert what they call this “catas¬ 
trophe.”
